1. This action is responsive to RCE filed on April 17, 2008.claims 1 - 28 are 
pending examination. 

Election/Restrictions

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions / and // are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 

they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed Invention / is directed to automated negotiation and provisioning 
method for broadcast, classified in class 709, subclass 225 and invention // is directed 
to a method for aggregating system users into communications community, or other 
focal area classified in class 370 , subclass 310. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above
